1964 WAS THE YEAR THAT IOWMC GOT IE BACK IN THE HOBBY BUSINESS, AND THROUGH A FEW 
OLDER COLLECTORS I REALLY BUILT UP KY COLLECTION. II. 1965 I BOUGHT THE RIGHTS TO 
EMIL DIBELLA 1 S BOOK " A GUIDE BOOK TO WOODEN MONEY." THROUGH THE MONETARY EFFORTS OF 
FRIENDS THE BOOK CAME OUT IN 1966, FOUR THOUSAND WERE PRINTED, OVER HALF ARE STILL 
IN THE BOXES THEY CAME IN. 


THE FIRST YEARS OF COLLECTING WERE VERY PRODUCTIVE BUT SINCE 1968 I HAVE NOT ADDED 
ONE-HUNDRED PIECES IN THE 1934 - 1964 YEARS, WHEN YOU HAVE OVER FIVE THOUSAND PIECES 
IT IS HARD TO INCRESE YOUR COLLECTION EXCEPT FOR THE CURRANT ISSUES.I AM NOW OK THE 
GOVERNMENT DOLE LIST AND I DO NOT HAVE MUCH MONEY BUT ALL KINDS OF TIME SO I AM NOV/ 
COLLECTING ELONGATED COINS TO HhVE ANOTHER HOBBY. ALL LETTERS ON ELONGATED COINS 
WILL BE ANSWERED. I HAVE A FEW PIECES OF WOODEN MONEY TO TRADE, OR WILL BUY WH*T I 
CAN IN THE CELEBRATION TYPE OF ELONGATED COINS.

I AM A MEMBER OF TEC AND THE CALIFORNIA COLLECTORS OF ELONGATEDS. ALSO, I WORKED ON 
ELONGATES AT THE 1934 CHICAGO WORLD'S FAIR AND IK THE WINTER OF 1934 I ROLLED OUT 
SOME MIAMI BEACH SOUVENIRS.

After several discussions. Betty and I derided to pool our money, form a partnership 
and buy a machine then »*e could become Rollers of Elongated Coins. In November of 

1969 we s:nt for information on the purchase of a machine. We promptly received 
nssurence from Mr. Luchtmrn on fast delivery so en order ^rs placed which included 

our first two designs, ‘CKICi-GO’3 CHANCING SKYLINE* r.na AM- TEUR R: .DIO (E-l &E-2). 
Prior to the machine's arrival we hed a :|ot of things to do so when the machine did

rivethere ^uld be no delay in producing our first elongated coini. We knew that 
local post office box number would be -he best thing for the VOLUME of mail we 
uld receive so we applied for a box at the Stockyards Fost Office. We were very 
dissopointed when we were told that therfe were none available at that time. We placed 
the application in hopes that we would get a box in a short time. ,ve also applied 
for a box at the Main Fost Office and tten waited. After a few weeks we 
notification that a box was available at the Stockynrds.,our number, was Box 09020. 

/t lost the machine arrived in good shapt, we assembled it the next day following the 
instructions and hurtidly rolled our 'FIRST* Elongated cent, off center, but it 
looked good to us. 

In selling, trading and buying elengete* coins, a constant flow of advertising hos to 
be put in the coin publications that wi 1 bring in the most active people. We there¬ 
fore advertised our first two issues for a period of S weeks, the response was 
overwhelming. It gave us enough encouragement to get ‘TWO* more engravings as soon as 
possible. We sent Mr. Luchtmnn the shaft, which contained our.irst two engravings an 
the art work for E-.3 fc E-4, this wns in March 19711. 

While waiting for the 'SHAFT* we were notified that a box was available at the Main 
Post Office, which is open 24 hours a day. The Stockyard Station closes at 5 F M 
daily and r.t times it is difficult to gut their so we took the box et the Main Post 
Office which is Box 5723. We were still waiting for the return of the shaft from 
Mr. Luchtmnn. This was a nervous period for Betty and I. In April (the first wee ) 
we were notified that the shaft had betji moiled to us via Parcel Post Insured with 
the new engravings f on it , now we would hove four elongateds. Wc figure a 1 
would take about 12 days for our nnckr^ to arrive, we inquired nt the post o fflce 
on the 19th, no pneknge. We waited 7 tnwe days and . sked again, still no package. We 
were really getting shook up. On the 26rh we decided to file tx claim. The postmaster 
was very cooperative pnd decided to givp one last loo* around. le vns gone for a 
Ion" time, when he returned he I sd fl package in his hands. It was broken up and the 
wrapper on the outside wns torn nway end only the return address was left showing 
only ‘ P.. W. LUCHT ’ The postmaster nskt-d us what was o» the inside of the package 

and who it was coming from. We gave him the information and he had us sign some forms 
then gave us the package. We hadalready put our ad in tht coin publications announcing 
our Mt. kushmore E-3 & Weather Centennial F-4. Since that time we have designe 
and rolled to this writing, 77 different issues making a total of 3- elongateds.

FFor his first issues 
Chester has chosen four historical houses in Beverly, Mass, dating as far back as 
I636, Chester discribes them as foHowes: 

THE BALCH HOUSE 1636 - is located at UUS Cabot St,, Beverly. Mass, Built during 1636 
by John Belch, who came from Somerset County, England wth Captain Gorges in 1 e 

was one of the five Old Planters who received a grant of one thousand acres at the 
head of Bass River, Hie HOUSE is the oldest in tew England, of which there is written 
record. It has been enlarged, but the original structure may be seenat the Northeast 
corner of the building, and the successive stages of alteration are indicated in the 
attic. It is open to the public every day. 

STALDIXY HOUSE - 1700 - Located at 122 Star.dley Street, Beverly, ’ ass. Built on land 
conveyed to George Standley in 1671; the charm and atmosphere of colonial times has 

been re Gained,
